Ono of them is a small, broken 
lot. To tho tax-i)!iycrs we leave it to 
decide -whether the i)rico is high or 
loAV. Our own opiiiion is Lbut ri good 
bargain has been made — on ono sidci! 
There aeenis too nuich reason for be- 
lieving that the whole thing was "cut 
and dried" by the "iling," and there 
is too much ground for suspecting that 
all is not right— that there is some- 
thing in couuoction witli the transac- 
tion which will not buar the light. 
But, even if we assume that the trans- 
action is all right and straightforward, 
and that the land is the decided bar- 
gain it was asserted with so much mys- 
tery to be, it remains to be considered 
whether the Municipal liuances are in 
; ^uch ai flourishing condition as to jus- 
,,t^ <^e Council in purchasing real es- 
• tate for future use. According to the 
financial, statement, made on Wednes- 
day evening, aft^i^K^m^^ting current ex- 
penses, onlj'' tliilee'-'Jilip'usand dollats 
will remaln for Muniicijpal -'vrork and 
repairi during the unexpired'' 'part of 
.^^^e year. in. other w;ord8, although 
'"iiStle more than one-hialf ot the, year is 
' past, the whole year's revenue of $52,- 
600 has been disposed of, save and 
except the msigniticaut balance of three 
thousand dollars! Worse still; in that 
statement it is assumed that every dol- 
lar of revenue will be collected. Home 
twenty thousand remains to be collect- 
ed. It is quite certain that it will 
not all bo collected this year. It is 
highly probable that it will never be 
all collected. So that, as a matter of 
practical fact, instead of the Council 
having the largo surplus so much has 
been hoard about, they are really be- 
hind-hand — huancially embarrassed ! 
But there are still other considerations 
bearing upon this question: The Coun- 
>cil sought and obtained power to bor- 
Irow bine hundred thousand dollars for 
the purpbise of constructing .water-i 
wbrks. i?hat sum rate-payers were} 
assured .would amply suffice to 
,condiict ttie* watejr supply to a pojjit 
witbid the^.cily limits from when'c'e dis- 
tribution could take place. We are 
now assured that by the time the pip-' 
ing is landed on the wharf every dol- 
lar of that loan Avill bo exhaust ed ! 
Here, then, is a supplementary water- 
works loan staring Victoyia in the face ! 
Nay, more : At the last meeting of the 
Council, the necessity for a thorough 
system of drainage for tho city was' 
urged, and witli much reason and 
force; and tlio preliminary steps to- 
wards caiTyiug out that object were 
authorized. Here is iiuotlier loan, and 
nnother slice out of tho revenue to 
meet the interest and sinking-fund 
charge. Kow wo ask, in all common 
souse, is this a time, are those circuni- 
stauces under whicli tho Council is jus- 
titiod in siuking monoy in a silo on 
which shall arise tho luxurious "(Jity 
Hall" of tho future ? As has lieen al- 
ready intimated, tho only circumstan- 
ces that would seem to justify such a 
step.are spare cash and a good bar- 
gain. It has been seen that both of 
these conditions are absent. If we 
turn' from the expediency to the legal- 
ity of the transaction, there is reason 
to believe that the whole proceelling "'^is 
iinoouBtitutional. But that is i^ <phQS{^ 
ol tHe subje<?tthat may wejll .bjsj'l^ft ti£' 
ojUiei^'hdnds. There is within this city~ 
Domimbn land for which, there can bo 
no possible Federal use, and which wo 
^eel contidont might bo obtained for 
Municipal purposes, if sought in a 
l^roper way. Should none of. . it 
bo found eligible, power couM 
be obtained to exchange or to ;;cll 
nndre-invcat tho procoods in suitable 
lamiB. , 1 Wo have already, oxpresaed the 
opfiiiba Ui'fl)1i,\he, Oonnoil would chsj^qaite 
jumtified'ih seeking in a proper manner to 
noquiro such lauds, provided tlioy could 
bo obtiiinod on advantageous terms and 
■without iucroaaiiig tho Ihumcial oiubur- 
ras-smont of tho municipality, and provid- 
ed tlieso lands were first of all applied to- 
wards the practical and necessary pur- 
poses of a public market, jipifead of tho 
Utopian luxury of a ''City 'Ha,ll. .

Ordinary, in Nottoway county. Tho ob- 
ject of tho search is to establish a claim to 
tho great Jenniiiga fortune in England. 
This William .Jennings was an o^oer of 
Hia Majesty's army, and is said to have 
been buried in his regimental suit. It is 
thought that perliaps his sword also was 
buried with him. Could those bo recov- 
ered a valuable clow would bo addod to 
the evidence already obtained. On "Mon- 
day morning there were gathered at the 
old burying ground, which is now thickly 
surrounded by pines and grown over 
with cedars and enormous grapevines, a 
number of people to witness tho excava- 
tions. l\Iiiny grfivcs were opened with- 
out finding tho desired one. The search 
was reauined next day after the corres- 
pondent had left.

should bo oultivafcd thero.

The Liverpool "Albion" say.s; — In 
connection witli the rapid passage to 
Now York of the White Star steamer 
Britannic which accomplished the trip 
in seven days and twenty liours, it 
may be interesting to state that tlie 
credit of the most rapid TraiisatiaTitic 
passage on record is claimed by Mes- 
srs. Inman iu favour of their steamer 
tho City of Brus.sels, which made the 
run home from New York in Deqem- 
ber 1869 in sevon days, 22 hours and 
three minutes. Since 18()9 somo very 
speedj' pilHsagca have licen made by 
the vessels of the White Star Com- 
pany, It is recorded that in ^lay, 
1872, tlio Adriatic made the voyage 
from Quoenstown to New York in 
SON on days, 23 hours and seventeen 
minutes, and that in January, 1873, the 
Baltic made the homeward trip iu 
seven days, twenty hours and nine 
minutes. 

The harvest iu England is expected 
to begin in the earliest countries in 
the third week of the present month. 

Commenting on the harvest ))rospects, 
Mr. Kains-Jackson says: — "To the eye 
the good looks of tho wheat croi) aro 
unquestioned," aud barley promises 
at least an avovago yield. Oats were 
late in flowering, but within the last 
fortnight good promises liave been 
made, aud, contrary to all expectation 
a "moderate crop" may bo auticipat- 
od. Mr. Kains-Jackson cannot ven- 
ture upon a higher estimate for beans 
than "half a large crop," but tho 
"potato haulm, blackened by frost on 
the 2lHt of Juno, is now groon and 
growing vigorously." And Nvhat is 
more, 187-1 is regarded by "niiuiy ob- 
servers aa tho beginning of a cycle of 
good years.", Cunning auguf», it ap- 
pears, have faith in the comet, and 
tho brilliant wanderer now visible is 
accepted as tho herald of a series of 
bountiful harvests. 

Keceutlv iu London, ■\vliile delving 
among old newspaper liles, it was dis- 
covered that the question of wonian's 
ri'ghts was discussed just as vigorously 
a centuiy ago as at present, so that we 
are but sutlbriug wliat our forefatlir r.s 
endured before us. The Loudon Mor- 
ning Post, in 1780, contained formal 
reports of tho proceedings and debates 
of a petticoat parliament, which met at 
tha Casino rooms, and in whose delib- 
erations only ladies ware allowed to 
participate. Another issue of the same 
paper stales that: — "Such is tho uiii- 
vornal rage for public speaking, that 

tho Hon. Mrs I -, possessed of no 

less two thousand pounds a year, con- 
stantly speaks at tho Casino rooms on 
the nights of the ladies' debates." 
From this being mentioned us an ex- 
ceptional case, it is evident that thou, 
as now, the most proiiiinont ' in tlie 
movement were generally those wIjo 
hod nothing else to recommend 
them.

Ottawa, July 27. — Mr. Laird's mis- 
sion to ^Manitpba is to assist Lieut- 
Go vertforMdrris to negotiate a Treaty 
with tho Creo Indians on the south 
brancli of tho Saskatchewan, and got 
them to remove farther Avest, so as to 
allow that country to 4t)e opened up 
for settlement. 

It is said t)iat. Mr. Allao. Gilmour 
has offered $1,000,000 cash for tho 
business of E. B. Eddy, and that tho 
oll'tir has boon refused. 

Sir W. E. F. Robinson, late Lieut- 
ant Govreiior of Prince Edward Island, 
has been appointed Governor of the 
Leeward Islands, replacing Sir Henry 
T. Irving, who has been made Gov- 
ernor of Trinidad. 

i\Ir. Edward Young, Chief of tho 
United States Bureau of Statistics, ar- 
rived at Ottawa last evening. His 
mission is to arrange with the Cana- 
dian Customs Department some sys- 
t'jiii by which more correct statistical 
returns ol the trade between the two 
countries can bo obtained. 

Ottawa, July 28.— In pursuance to 
the recommendation of the Parliamen- 
tary Committee on Prohibition, tlio 
(ioYorament have appointed Mr.

ExtraordlUiiupy|Heroisni at

The London "Gazette," of July 10, 
publishes an account of the extraor- 
dinary adventurea-pf part of the crew 
of the bark Arraoan, of Greenock, 
which, while on a voyage from Shields 
to Bombay with a cargo of coal, took 
fire from spontaneous combustion of 
her cargo, and on the 17th of Febru- 
ary was aijandoned by her crew, who 
then took to thoir boats and endea- 
voured to make for the Maldive Is- 
lands, Tho boats kept company un- 
til the 20th, when, finding tho current 
ioo strong, it was agreed to separate 
after dividing the provisions. Tho 
master in command of the longboat 
then made for Cochin; the mate iu 
charge of tho gig, and tho second 
mate, David Webster, in charge of tho 
pinnace, with four ofthe crew — viz,, 
throe men and one boy — made for tho 
Maldive Islands; After two days 
"Webster's boat was injured by a heavy 
sea, and could not keep up with the 
gig, and lost sight of her. From this 
time the pinnace was kept working 
to windward until tho 9th of March, 
by which day the provisions and water 
had boon consumed. Shortly after- 
wards the crew cast lots which of them 
should bo first killed to bo oaten, and 
the lot fell upon the ship's boy, Hor- 
ner, but Webster, who had been 
asleep, was awakened in time to save 
the boy's life. After dark an attempt 
was made to kill Webster himself, but 
tho boy Hornei awoke him in time to 
save himself. On tho following day 
Wobster, having fallen asleep, was 
awakened by tho struggles of the 
crew for the possession of his gun, 
with which to shoot him. Two hours 
later the crew attempted to take Hor- 
nors lifo again, but wore prevented by 
the determined conduct of Webster, 
who threatened to shoot aud throw 
overboard the first man who laid hands 
on the boy. The next day one of the 
crew attempted to sink the boat, but 
Webster mastered him, and prevented 
further mischief. Two days later the 
same member of the crew again tried 
to sink tho boat, and expressed his 
determination to take the boy's life. 
For this ho would have been shot by 
Webster had not the cap on the gun 
missed fire. Soon after, putting a 
fresh cap on the gun, a bird flew over 
tho boat, which Webster shot. It was 
at once seized and devoured by the 
crew, even to the bones and feathers. 
During the next five days the orew 
were quieter, subsisting on barnacles 
which attached themselves to the bot- 
tom of tho boat, and on sea blubber, 
for which they dived. The following 
day some of fcbe men became deliriou.°. 
One of thorn lay down exhausted, when 
another struck him several blows on 
the head with an iron belaying pin, 
cutting him badly. The blood which 
flowed was caught in a tin and drunk 
by the man himself and the other two 
men. Afterwards they fought and. bit 
one another, aud only left off when 
completely exhausted, to recommence 
aa soon as they were able; the boy Hor- 
uer during tho time keeping watch 
with AVebster. 

On the thirt3'-first day in the boat 
they wore picked up 600 milea from 
land by the ahip City of Manchester, 
Harciie master, by whom they were 
kindly treated, and brought to Calcut- 
ta. Webster, who by his conduct was 
tho moans of saving tho lives of all in 
tho boat, has had conferred upon him 
by the Queen the Albert medal of the 
second class. He is now living at 
Broughty Ferry, Dundee.

Our readers aro already aware of tho 
negotiations which havo taken place 
with a view to facilitate tho settlement 
of a body of Mennonites iu Manitoba 
They are very industrious and intelli- 
gent people, but they were induced to 
cast their eyes abroad iu search of 
(piartcrs in the now world in couse 
quence of tho objection they entertain 
to military service imiiosed by tho laws 
of Bussia. More recently information 
has been circulated that the* Emperor 
had relaxed the rules relating to mili- 
tary service in their favour, with the 
object of preventing the emigration of 
his Mounonito subjects. However this 
may be, wo havo the pleasure of re- 
cording this morning that a consider- 
able body of these people arrived in 
tho city on Saturday from Quebec on 
their way to Manitoba. Tho little 
colony, IIBO in number, and including 
■11 heads of families, hail from Kateri- 
na Slaufi'a,and have travelled via Ham- 
burg, the journey from Liverpool be- 
ing made in the Australian. Three 
children died during tho passage to 
Halifax, and two woroborn. The par- 
ty is under the lead of Mr. David 
Klasson, a gentleman apparently of 
groat intolligouco and ability. As an 
indication of the thrifty and well-to- 
do circuniBtances of tbia'new addition 
to our population, we may mention 
that they bring out with them gold 
drafts to tho amount of $45,985, or 
considerably over $1,000 per family. 
The people composing the colony are 
evidently of unusual intelligence nnd 
energy, and will form a valuable addi- 
tion to tho population of our Groat 
West. They will be followed very 
shortly, wo understand, by two hun- 
dred more, who are coining out by the 
next steamer. The arrangements for 
their accommodation at the Govern- 
ment Emigration Oflicos were excel- 
lent, the siieds being clean aud well 
attended to. Tho party travel on by 
rail to Sornia, and will toke the Daw- 
son rpute.to Slaqitoba.^, , , . • . i
